1. Short tltle.^ — ^These rules may be called the Films Division (Recruitment to

of the Schedule to these rules shall be as indicated in the other relevant columns 
thereof :

(1) the age limits specified in column 9 of the aforesaid Schedule may .be 
relaxed In the case of the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes, displaced 
persons and other special categories In accordance with general Instructions Issued 
from time to time by the Central Government; 
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( 2 ) the posts required to be filled by promotion may be filled by direct recruit- 
ment if no suitable candidate is available for appointment thereto by promotion, 

3, Disquallfloation. — ^No person who has more than one wife living or marrying 

a person who has a wife living shall be eligible lor appointment to any post 
referred to in column 2 of the aforetald Schedule: ' 

Provided that the Central Government may, in any exceptional case and for 
reasons to bei recorded in writing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

4. Trial /probation. — All persons appointed whether by direct recruitment or 
promotion to the posts specified in column 2 of the aforesaid Schedule shall be 
on trial/probation for a period of two years according as the appointment is in 
a temporary/permanent vacancy. The period of trial/probation may be curtailed 
or extended at the discretion of the appointing authority.
